Eing ordered to come to my Tryal this laſt Term, but finding it to be defer-

ing that it is commonly reported, that I ſhould ſwear againſt my Father ro take away his Life, 
it 15-as Falſe as God-is True, whoever wasthe Author of that lying Rumor ; and though my 
Information upon- which 1 was committed to Newgate, was drawn up in theſs Words, For: 
high Miſdemeanours, and indeavouring by falſe Accuſations, and Sabornation of Perjury to de- 
fame the Kings Evidence, andall the Proſecution of the Popiſh Plot - Yet no ſuch thing as 
Perjury can be proved -againſt me, as I hope will apparently appear, by the peruſal of theſe 
Sheets, in the caſe of L Eftrange, who would willingly have iworn me to the Objections I 
drew up againſt the Plot 3 But I wonld not canſent ro it - But the great Reaſon why 1 was 
prevailed apon to write thoſe Objections was this, that Ety having a very wheedling and cun- 
ning. Tongue, and finding me all along very tender of. my Fathers Safery, ( a Duty incum- 
bent on all Children) and when ever 1 mentioned him, with many deep Oatis, ſolemn 
Allevexations aflured me, that my Father ſhould not receive any the leaſt Dammage by what 
1did ; and to uſe his own Exprellion ( which | have heard him more than once Repeat ) that - 
a hair of his Head ſhouldnotbe hurt, this was the Argument which ingulpht me inthis Laby- 
rarrhand Pirof Trouble; and though 1 do not defire ro palliate my Crime, yet'l hope this 
Information will give ſome Satisfaction to 'all fuch Perſons as have had no true account of it ; 
that as it is my gzeat Trouble; : ſoit has been my Misfortune, tofall into the Hands of wicked 
Perſons, who through their Deluſions and Inſtigations, did perſwade me to ruine not only 
ty. ſelf, but, '(-dat which ismore deplorable) likewiſe my innocent Relations; and this ac- 
cording to their -Lpgick, under the ſpecious T itle of undeceiving the Kingdem, as to the 
truth of the Plat 3 and whilt-that I am conha'd to a Priſon ( which isa kind of a living Death} 
L hope-the Truth will be ſougbr into; that thoſe who haye been my Abettors, will not be 
ſuffered ro eſcape Unpuniſht,” having made an ingenuons and: full Confeſſion, deſirons ever ſince 
I was: firſt fummon'd to appear betore the Councel, ro diſcover the Truth; whom | have 
herediſplayedgn her naked Simplicity, without the afteftation of good Language. or the flour- 
iſhes of Rhetorick ; being likewiſe very conlcientious in the Relation; which | do not queltt- 
on-will be very acceptable toall Perſons who love upright and plain dealing - and though an 
indelible Charater, may be branded on me; for being ſo undutiful to my Father ; Yet lmaxe 
no doubt that when my Caſe is weighed in the impartial Ballance ol an uabiaſt Jocpnets 
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(though 1 do not expett toacquit my ſelf from being culpable ) yet I ſay Ido not diſpair, but 
thoſe very Perſons who have moſt accuſed me, will paſs more fayourable Cenſures, on my im- 

ious undertaking againſt the Kings Evidence, and though may be condemn'd for a great Vil- 
ain, yet withal they will commi my Condition, for hark ning to ſuch evil Counceltors ; 
for as that Wit is accounted beſt which is dear t,ſo it will make me more careful for the fu- 
ture, to hearkento the like Advice; who have found that Maxime true, Que ſupra nos, 
nihil ad nos, for mr. py as they are too ſoon pr ed upon to a thoſe things which often 
prove very prejudicial to them, and their Friends, for want of Judgment, and through inadyer- 
tency, being wholly unexperienced as to the things of this World; ſo when they imbrace good 
Counſel, and leave off thoſe ways, it merits Commendation : for it is the purſuit of an eyil 
Attion,which aggravares the Crimc, and renders it the more odious, which Fault muſt be left to 
the Law to defermine; for where am guilty, as it will be tono purpoſe to make any Apology 
for my ſelf; ſo where 1am innocent my own Conſcience will acquit me fromthe maleyolent Re- 
ads bo of evil Men. F

I came not near her Houſe agood while after, but her Husband having got knowleds of my 
Lodging, came to me and faid, that his Wifc had been ſeveral times to ſeck Captain E/y,lut could 
not Pod Rim; but now ſhe had fonnd him our, and that he promiſed to be at her Rovie that Even- 
uh, nn me to go along with him, which at his importuning of mc 1 did, ard Mrs. Lane

me ſhe had found out Captain Ely, who was very glad and willing to embrace the Offer ;, and 
iſed her to come, which Ely did, and calling for Drink fell uito Diſcourle with me con- 
cerning my Condition, and how 1lived;I told him my Condition was not very plentiful,and here- 
plied God help you,and if I would take his Advice,l might quickly raiſe my Fortune; and (aid like- 
wiſe,come Mr. Tonge you are an ingenious young Man,and 1am perſwaded you know a great deal 
of this Plot, 1 mean as to the truth of it, as for my own particular part, atfirſt I did believe this 
Plot, and thought thus with my ſelf whenl heard that there was a Plot diſcovered to his Majeſty: 
God has been pleaſod ro make theſe Perſons very laſtrumental for the good of theſe Kingdoms ; 
and therefore they ought to be en edand rewarded according tothe Merit of ſuch Services; 
but when I did afterward ſeriouſly conſider what the Perſons were which pretended to diſcover itz 
being moſt of them Perſons of profligate Life, I was then quite of an other mind ; and now lam 
ſo far from being of my former Opinion, that | do no more believe the Plot, that none being pre- 
ſent but you and | in this Room, any one ſhould endeayour to perſwade me that there are a 
thouſand Perſons in company with us; and withal defired me according to Mrs. Les firſt 
that I would draw up ſome Objettions againſt the Plot. 1 told him 1 was Ignorant of any Tranſ- 
aftions of the Plot, that my Father brought Doctor Oates into the Councel ; upon which 
es reorder ing to the Purpoſe, all the World knew that, but if 1 brought any thing 
ich might ſtand as an ObyeCtion againſt the Plot, it muſt be matter of Fact that muſt do the 
buſineſs; and ſomething of F and Contrivance muſt be proved to have been betwixt my 
Father and Doctor Oare:,and that theſe mult be the meaſores 1 muſt take to overthrow the Kings 
Evidence, and was very importunate with me to draw up ſome ſuch Papers, and told me he 
would meet me again at the ſame place the next Day. 

L having ſome Buſineſs at eſtminſter-Hall, at my rerurn called at Mrs. Loves Honſe, expectiog 
Elys coming ; but miſſing of him 11 went away in the Eveniag, and having drawn upa Paper, be- 
ing = much troubledin ny Mind, I went to aPerion whoſe Namel cannot remember, bur 
was by his Profeſſion a Tallow-Chandler, and was before the Covncel, the firſt time that I was 
Summoned to before the right Honourable Eoard. I read that Paper to this Perſon, who 
as ſoon as he dit, told me, Mr. Tonge this is a very dangeroes Paper, and may prove of 
ill Conſt eto you, and therefore as a Friend | would adviſe you to burn it, and whoever 
thoſe Perſons are who have adviſed you to this, they intend to ruine you, go near them no 
more, and1took his Advice, and burnt it, fully reſolving never to concern my ſelf any more with 
Ely,and abſented my ſelf above a fortnight from Mrs. Lees Houſe ; during my abſence old Mr. 
Lane and his Wife had been the hunt to ſeek me, but could not find me; bot old Mr. Lane 
having been diligent in hi iry, heard where 1 was, and went and told his Wife,who 
con res to me, and ſaid in Ely had been twice at her Honſe. and was much 

that I did not come ; that ſhe had left him at her Houſe, I replied 1 did not care for 
concerning my ſelf with Ely, then ſaid ſhe you will neyer have the like Opportunity, to make 
your a Couragious, for you have the beſt man ( except one ) in Frglordon 
your {ide z as, hae with me to write outſome Objections againſt rhe Plor. I 
told her F had written outalready, but they were burnt ? Nay ſaid ſhe it you falter thus ar 
the beginning you will never do no good on'r.l told her t hoped as ſhe pretended to be my Friend, 
ſhe would not delire me to att any thing againſt my Conſcience; then ſhe asked me if | had any 
Money, I told her no, fays ſhe lam but a poor Woman, yet here is a Shilling for. you, and doubr 
not but you ſhall haye Encouragement enough; ſoftie made me promiſe her before ſhe left me, 
__ L would draw up that Paper again, and come after her to her Houſe where Ely expect- 

me. 

That 
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That Evening 1 came to Mrs. Lanes Houſe, and there found Ely, who faid Mr. Tonge 1 am 
gladto ſce you, have you drawn vp that Paper, which you promilcd me ? I told himl had, and 
gave it to him; Ely read it over, and ſmiling ſaid Mr. Tonge this will do very well, but you 
muſt put your name toir, which I did, and afterwards Ely ſigned it, and to my beſt remem- 
brance old Mr. Lane and his Daughter likewiſe ſigned it, as being Witneſſes; now ſays Ely you 
have no reaſon to be aſraid, for you have done no more, than 1 do my ſelf, and as he was go- 
ing away with the Paper, told me he would ſee me within two or three days, but he muſt Pt 
goto carry that Paper to the King, who was then at Windſore. 

Towards the end of Faly, or the beginning of Auguſt, comes old Lane to my Lodging, and 
told me that Ely had ſent ro his Houſe, and told me that | muſt go and ſpeak with the King, and 
that | muſt go to Ely's Houſe in Helborne : when | came thither, Ely told me he had hiced a Coach 
for himlelf, and me to go to Windſore ; that I muſt go and ſpeak with his Majeſty, and ſaid he had 
proffered a Guinny for apair of Qares, but could not haveit; 1 went along with him to Wind- 
fore, and as we were near the Town, Ely ſaid now Mr. Tonge you are going to ſpeak with the 
King, pray recollect your Memory, and fay ſomething that may oo the King SatisfaCtion, for his 
Majeſty believes you know a great deal concerning the Plot, and be ſure remember to beg your 
Fathers Pardon, for l find you are very tender of his Safety; and Irold him he might allure 
himſelf 1 ſhould not forget todothat; ſo ſoon as we came to Wimdſore, Ely brought me to the 
Garter Tavern, and went immediately to find out Mr. Chiffns, where having had the Honour to 
kiſs the Kings Hand, his Majeſty was pleaſed toask me ſeveral Queſtions not conyenient to be 
related, and when I came from the King, I walked for ſome time in the next Room with Mr. 
Chiffins : who faid I did very well todiſcover it, if I knew any thing of the Plot, for aclear 
Conſcience was the moſt excellent thing in the World ; then Ely and my ſelf came away toge- 
ther, and askt him what Diſcourſe he had with the Kiag, he ſaidit wasnothing relating tomy 
Buſineſs ; but concerning ſome Forreſt Aﬀairs, 2nd he carried me from the Caſtle to the Garter 
Tavern, where after we had drunk ſeveral Bottles of Wine ( for by the way you muſt take this 
Note, when Ely had once ingaged me inthe Buſineſs, I was ſeldome yery ſober) he told me he 
thought I ſpoke as if I was afraid; I replied, the ſight of his Majeſty would daunt any Perſon ; 
however ſays he be couragious, and ſtick to what you have done, and let me alone to manage the 
Intrigue : and then began ſeveral Healths tothe Duke of Torke, and made me pledg him ; then 
hetold me he had given me nothing yet to encourage me, and gave me a Guinny, which he ſaid 
was only an Earneſt, intending ſhortly to make it up a much bigger Sum, before I was many days 
older ; while we were drinking,there came in a ſtranger to us,who told me he heard I was upon a 
very good Deſign, that he for _ did heartily pray, that God would aſſiſt and dire®: me, and 
that there was no doubt to be made of it, but all good Catholiques, would likewiſe unanimouſly 
joyn with him in it, who did deſire the truth of the Plot to be found out ;, and having drunk 
two or three Bottles of Wine with us, hetook his leaye, then Ely told me that Perſon was a 
Portugueſe, and had been the Queens Cook along time; and is avery honeſt man, otherwiſe, I

out, and ſent his Mantofj with me, who told me that by a no leſs than miraculous Proyi- 
dence he was informed of the wicked Defign1 was going about, and asked me wharKind of Per-

Olbvers Ally in the 
Strand ;, and came along with me, and told Mrs. Nicholls he would pay tor my Lodging, and de- 
fired her tolct me have what l wanted ; bur before he went , gave ime 2 particular charge,what 
eyer | didto keep my ſelf private ; but the next day going into the S:r4nd, 1 mct one Mr. C 
er who had formerly been my Fathers Servant, whodeſired meto goto drink with him, and cold 
me he heard that | was ingaged ina bulineſs againſt my Father.

the Guard, his intereſt was as great at Court ,as Elys; andtold me, Mr. Tonge if you will put 
your Buſineſs into my hands, Iknow a good Friend of mine who is acquainted with ſeveral great 
Perſons, that will procure you Money enough, bnt then you mult leave Ely off, and come from 
your Lodging and lyeat my Houſe, where you may be as private as you deſire ; there being 
a back Dore by her Houſe, that went into the Privy Garden, I told her 1 would conſider on it, 
but aid, what between Ely and her, I was almoſt at my Wits end; and heartily wilht I had 
never known, or been concern'd with cither of them; ſays ſhe never be daunted, Fle warrant 
you, be but ruled by me, your Buſineſs will go very well, and told me I muſt go into Arundel 
Street, and inquire for Mrs. Celier, for ſhe was a Perſon ſne went to viſit frequently, who had 
been very kind to her Son Fohn Lane in the Kings-Bench,and had promiſed her to give me what Af 
ſiſtance ſhe could; 1 went as ſhe had dire&ted me, and found out Mrs. Celiers Lodgings; the told 
me ſhe did not know me, and askt me what was my Buſineſs; ſo I told her that | was recommend- 
ed to her by one Mrs. Lane, who told me ſhe wasa Perſon that was very fit to alliſt me in my 
Concerns; ſhe replied Mr. Tone 1 am very glad to ſee you, lam very ſorry you have fo little 
Encouragement in your Buſineſs, -I muſt confeſs I have been bir already for my Zeal in promo- 
ting the Catholick Cauſe, and have expended ſeveral conſiderable Sums of Money uponthat Ac- 
count; Hut I have a Book to print which will ſufficiently vindicate my Innocency, from all the 
falſe and malicious Calumnys which are daily caſt upon me; and will publiſh to the World the 
grand Villaniesand Rogueries of Oates, and Bedlve, and his Crue; and ſhall print nothing bur 
whatl have Witneſs to Confirm. Then the ſaid ſhe would give me what Aſſiſtance ſhe could, and 
told me of a great man ( but named him not ) that would likewiſe joyn with her, but what ſhe 
did for me, mult be very privately managed ; and ſhe thought if 1 met her any where, the moſt 
convenient place would be to go over the Water,and there we might conſult together without any 
fear of Diſcovery ;, and told me whenl came to her,it would be moſt convenient for me to come 
in the Evening, for fear of Diſcovery, for ſhe ſaid her Name was already brought upon the 
Stage of the World, and therefore though ſhe was willing to aſliſt me privately, yet ſhe would 
not be ſeen to appear in countenancing my Bulineſs, but it I had any thing todeliver to her, ſhe 
would carefully convey away any Papers to the Kings or Dukes Hands. 1 told her 1 had no Pa- 
pers, and then ſhe appointed me tocome and ſee her the next Day in the Evening, I came agai 
to her Houſe, but ſhe not being within, according to her deſire Left a Note with her Maid, [ 
had been thereto wait upon her; and went away to find out Ely in Hotborne, who gave me more 
Encouragement than ſhe did,and never went to her again. 

Some few Days after Mr. Choqueux invited one Crawly, Ely, myſelf and one Mr. Hays with 
ſome others toa Fiſh Dinner, in the Savoy; where amongſt other general Diſcourle, Choquenx 
told methat he would gladly have me acquainted with Crawly, that he was a very honeſt man, 
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and awell-viſnerto my Buſineſs; and that he had informed him that ſome time ſince he 
ſome Papersto be delivered into the Duke againſt my Father ; to which Crawly replied he had 
given in ſome Papers againſt him by one Mr. Sherridon, and (hould be very glad to renew that 
little Acquaintance he had formerly injoyed, when he writ for my Father, and that he was very 
glad to hear that | was imbarqued in the lame Taule with him ;, that he had heard ſome whiſpe- 
rings about the Town concerning my Bulinels, and was yery joyful that he had the Opportuuity 
of diſcourſing me concerning that Afair; and ſaid he would give me a more large Account of 
his Buſineſs, and would take an.ore icaſonable time to inform me of ir, but aſſured me that mine 
had a very near Relation to his, and appointed mie to meet him the next day at his | odging, 
which theu was at ore Mrs. Tates Houle in Monmouth Street near St. G:lcs in the Fields: and! 
promiled him 1 would not fail ro be with him in the Evening, lor 1 was very dekrous to hear 
his Buſineſs, with ſuch like Ditcourte. 

The next Day I went to hnd out Mr. Crawly, and there he gave me an Account of his Byſſ- 
neſs, which was to my belt Remembranceto this Effect, that about two years fince, ( which he 
ſaid he remembred very well becauſe of the general Colds that wefe thea in Town, ) he had 
ſome Writings of my Fathers to I ranicribe concerning Parliaments, and a Copy of Dottor 
Oates his Depoſitions, to Tranſcribe fairly; that Sr. William Waller coming there about to ſearch 
for Prieſts , had notice of him, who was then very bad with a Cold ;, that Sr. William Waller 
asked him what Employment he followed, he faid he ſtudied the Law, and took down tome Pa- 
pers which lay on the Shelf, and looking on them ſaid thele Papers are Doctor Tonges hand, and 
he knew it very well; to which Crawly replyed they were his Hand-\Writing, and were ſome 
Ovcrtures of his about Parliaments, and heimployed him to write them out fair ;, that Sr. Wil 
kam VWailer took thole Papers away from him, and bid the ſaid Craw!y go along with him, but 
upon his the ſaid Crawlys Requelt, telling Sr. 1/4!l:.am Waller he was very much indiſpoſed by rea- 
fon of his Cold; Sr. W:llam ſuffered him to return to his Lodging, upon Promiſe taat he would 
come to his Houle the next Day. 

Moreover he told me that he went to Sr. Wilam Wallers Houſe, where he ſaid Sr. 1Fi/l;am Wal- 
ler was at Dinner, and my Father with him, that Sr. IW:lkam laid to my Father, Doctor Tonge I 
took ſome Papers away from this Gentleman laſt Night, which he faid were your Hand, and 
was deſirous to know whether you krew him ; to which he told me my Farher made Anſwer; 
That he never {aw him before ia his Life, and did not know that he ever gave any ſuch Papers 
unto him ; that then he ſaid he took his Leave; and lasking him whether Sr. Will:am did re- 
ſtore thole Papers again to my Father ; he ſaid he was not certaia whether he d1d or not; but 
had he had themin his Poſleſſion, his intent was to have given them in with his other Papers to 
the Duke; for he lookt upon them to be very dangerons and trealonable Papers; that he was 
very deſirous to ſpeak with Sr. 1:/{am Waller concerning it, but could never lince have the Op. 
portunity to [peak with him: this C-awly | ſuppoſe is a Papilt, and is an Irith- man, and would 
oladly have perlwaded me to leave Ely, and would have undertaken to manage hisown, and my 
Buſineſs himſclt ; for he ſaid he had tudied the Law tome conhiderable time, and therefore could 
give me better Advicethan Ely; who as he was informed ( though he might be very Zealous for 
the good of the Catholiques ) was wholly ignorant in the Law ; he bid me contider of ir, it I 
would put my Bulineſs into his Hands, I told him i would conſider oa it, and to took my leave 
of him. 

Mr. Cooper had now found out my Lodgings in the Savoy, and came often to ſee me, and 1 
told him that Mr. Cooqueax, and Ely were very importuaate to have Mrs. Fuzgerald removed 
from her own Lodging, into one of Coaquezx belt Rooms, which he ſaid was very well hung, 
and fit to entertain her, and told me if ihe would come thither ſhe ſhould want tor no manner 
of Conveniency, and have all things to her Content and Satisfa.tion ; and propoled to have her 
brought in a Sedan, it ſhe could not come by Water , Mr. Corper ſaid [he was fo very infirm 
that it was altogether 1mpollible ſhe could be removed as yet, without being very prejudici- 
al to her Health; and thenentring into Diſcourſe wich me about my own Butlinets, Ll rol4 him 
I could not tell what Chogquexx and Ely intended to do with me - but here they xept me cone 
ned to a Chamberzthatl ſaw none but them, and that | was extraordinary weary 0i that; Melan- 
choly Confinement : and devring him toltay a little, I went to call Mr. Cooquear : and when | 
returned again Mr. Cooper was gone, and took away two of my Papers, which were brought 
to the Councel, one of which was read to me, but the other Doctor Oates told wy Lord Chan- 
cellour, he could not find: the next Day I milt my Papers, and E!y coming to lee me Irold 
him ſomebody had taken ſome Papers from me, and | could not imagine who it Gould be : 
then ſays he that Raſcal Cooper has betray'd us ; 1 gave you ſufficient Warning of him, {6 
did Mr. Choquenx likewiſe more than once, but you would not take our Advice : theretore 
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muſt remove immediately ont of this Room; but not well knowing whither, he went to 
his Friend Monſiexr Choqueux to conſult with him about ir; and they preſently hurried me a- 
way in great haſt to one Mr. Salsbwrys near the Glafſ-houſe in the Savoy; where Mr. Choguenx 
ined with Mrs. Sa{5bxry to pay three Shillingsa Week for my Lodging. and for my Dyer, 
until he could provide for meto Dine ſomewhere elſe; and Choguenx and Ely did both lay a 
very ſtri&t Charge on me, to keep my ſelf very private, and never to have any more Conyer- 
ſation with Mr. Cooper, for he would certainly ruine the whole Deſign; and if I ſtirred out he 
would certainly find me, for he was often ſeen in the Savoy: I had not been above a Week at 
Mrs. Salisburys, but Ely com:s to me again : and1ask't him what News there was abroad, for l 
liveda kind of Anchorers Life, and ſaw no body, and ſhould be extreme Melancholly were it not 
for the Society I took in ſome pleaſant Buoks which Mr. Salisbary lent me: he ſaid there was 
no good News, for he was informed that DoCtor @ares had delivered a Petition in to the Conn- 
cel againſt me and himſelf, for Subornation and Perjury, and Defaming the Kings Evidence, 
but bid me be of good Courage, for all his Huffing and Bluſtring could do me no harm, for he 
was told he found ſuch cold Entertainment, that he believed he would not appear againſt me a- 
gain in haſt : that DoCttor Oates was heard to ſay, to a Perſon of Honour theſe Words, Now 
my Lord if you do not ſtand by me, I and the Kingdome's ruin'd : and faid becauſe thoſe Papers 
were all looſe, andapt to be ſcattered and loſt, which 1 delivered to his Majeſty, he thought it 
would be yery convenient for me to recollect my Memory, and draw all thoſe Papers into one 
ſheet of Paper; that being informed that my Father was very well acquainted with ſeveral 
Lords which were thought to be rigid Presbyterians ; he bid me be ſure to remember to inſert 
ſome of their Names, as Contrivers of the popiſh Plot ; for he ſaid that ſeveral Perſons about 
the Town did believe it to be a Presbyterian Plot, and the Papiſts had no hands in it, and that 
he had one of my Papers and would ſend it me ; I told him Iwould endeavour to draw vp thoſe

On the Thurſday Morning very early comes Ely to me, and having written ont that Paper,
